met that type and knows from having 
met him, that no friendship is strong 
enough to prevail against the mock 
courage that seems to mockingly whis- 
; per to him that he is the best driver 
on earth. 

“Second, the very severity of the 
penalty causes many jurors to hesi- 
tate before causing it to be inflicted; ; 
consequently, they vote not guilty. 

“The entire administration of jus- 
{tice is strongly influenced by our so- 
{cial system. In cases of drunken driv- 
ing—in fact, in every major offense. 
a defendant has the right to be tried 
by a jury of his peers. Now business- 
men in these times of depresion—in- 
deed, at any time—hesitate about per- 
forming jury duty. Many feel that 
their business will suffer during their 
absence; others who would like to per- 
form their civic duty, hesitate on ac- 
count of the critica] examination and 
bully. ragging tactics of some attorneys 
for the defense. It being common gos- 
sip that no one capable of forming an 
opinion is wanted as a juror by: the 
defense, tactics of the defense have 
caused many of our high Class sciti- 
zens to shirk jury duty. Jurors have 
been heard to say that they take a 
drink themselves once in a while, and 
of course, under such circumstances, 
they would hate to be convicted them- 
selves. So, unless the case is aggra- 
vated, the general verdict is “not 
guilty.” 

“In these cases another difficulty 
often presents itself. Every defendant 
must be faced by his accusers, who 
must testify personally to the charges. 
In many cases an officer does not wit- 
ness the offense, so the complaint 
must be made and backed up by the 
sworn testimony of a citizen witness. 
Such witnesses are generally of two 
classes. 

“In the first class are witnesses | 
; whose persons or property have been | 
injured by the defendant while driv- | 
ing in an intoxicated condition. 

“In the second class are citizens who 
have witnessed the offense, not having 
suffered any injuries. 

The first class generally makes the 
best witnesses (unless they make a 
good settlement then they usually are 
no longer good witnesses) but civilian , 
witnesses have heretofore, in a great 
many cases proved to be unsatisfac- 
| tory. 

“There is generally a feeling of sym- 
pathy for the person in trouble, which 
seems to be a universal trait of Am- 
ericans and which, in many cases, out- 
weighs their love of justice. This is 
| especially true where the injured per- 
son is poor in this world’s goods and 
where the defendant has made gener- 
ous provisions for their welfare. 

“In some of these cases it is a moot 
question whether the ends of justice 
are not better served by such a settle- 
ment. Through nearly all these cases 

there runs the human element—the 
human sympathy that oft times creeps 
up where it is least expected. We, 
who present cases, know that one 
touch of it will sometimes tear down 
the case in spite of all the evidence. 

“The absence of a definite test was 
the greatest loop-hole through which

The witness who had been 
injured and whose car had been dam- 
aged had been fully compensated by 
the defendant prior to trial with the 
result that he was a better witness for 
the defense than he was for the prose- 


| cution. 


“The attorney for the defense, of 
course, attacked the written confession 
of the defendant, as well as the test 
for drunkeness which had been ap- 
plied. He tried to show over-zealous- 
ness on the part of the prosecution 
and pointed to the testimony of the 
party whose car had been damaged 
and who had sustained a minor in- 
jury, in support of his contention. 

“The jury was out five minutes and 
returned with a verdict of acquital. 
And not the least influential] factor in 
persuading the jury to take this action
